world of their children; oth­ 
ers, with an eye to the im­ 
mediate present, plan fund 
raising programs for Little 
League, donate their time to 
one of our great hospitals or 
tvork within the framework 
nf their churches to better 
the lot of troubled families. 
Each of these organizations 
has a different and useful 
purpose.

Many groups like the Tor- 
ran re .luniors and the Di­ 
anas work all year to accu­ 
mulate funds lor oiv specific 
organization. Sometimes it's 
»n orphanage, or the YMf'A 
.youth activities, sometimes a 
renter that, cares for retard­ 
ed or crippled children. 

•These women have learned 
the wonderful secret, of hav­ 
ing fun with a purpose.

Among the women I have 
met in my own work, the 
average number of organi­ 
zations is three. They usual­
ly include

religious or

ft rivic group. Seasons for 
these different causes over­ 
lap only slightly, so that one 
is starting just as the last is 
about over. Then, during 
July and August. Mom gets 
a tan, relaxes and recharges 
her battery for the coming 
year.

ganized. It is necessary to 
look forward a week or two, 
and plan housework in such 
a way that everything will 
fit. The home, we all agree, 
must come first.

work.

4% In the spring, there are 
Little League dances and 
other fund raising cam­ 
paigns that help keep our 
boy and his friends out of 
trouble. Twice a month, all 
year round. 1 enjoy the com­ 
pany of other women who 
love to sew, as I do. Organi­ 
zation has made the Seam­ 
stresses a real pleasure be- 
cause there is so little work 

» Involved.
It fs rather sad that there 

is no way to measure the 
good that women are doing 
for Torrance, and other cit­ 
ies like ours. No one can say 
which boy might have got­ 
ten into trouble if he hadn't 
been hitting a bast ball or 
feeding a fire at a "Y" camp. 

It is known that from thir­ 
ty ty to forty per cent of the 

funds which support clinics 
and centers for physically 
and mentally handicapped 
are donated by women's 
groups, and of the rest, un­ 
less there is government aid, 
women working in such or-

fanizations as the United 
'und. A.I.D. and Red Cross 

are responsible for a large 
part of the money collected.

* All this indicates that the

woman who is "just a house­ 
wife" is probably the great­ 
est commodity our town has. 
Why are they willing to 
work so hard for progress 
that can't be measured? 1 be­ 
lieve that it's because the 
modern woman, aside from 
wanting to use up her leis­ 
ure enjoyable, feels that our 
troubled limns deserve an 
answer.
' While intellectuals warn 
of the "decline and fall of 
the American empire," the 
wives and mothers are try­ 
ing to prove it isn't so. Have 
they been successful? Let's! 
look back a' little. j

What did young bo\s do 
for fun when you were ten?i 
Where did parents go when 
they found themselves with 
a severely handicapped 
child? Did your mother have, 
a free clinic where she could 
take you for checkups and 
innoculations, run by a vol­ 
unteer staff? What, happened 
to unwed mothers, just ten 
years ago?

In Torrarice alone, there 
are more civic and religious 
groups working to make a 
better life for you and your 
family than can be listed in 
the space of an article.

If you have a good job. 
can afford to have a good 
private physician and do not 
have 
then
blessed. If in addition, 
have Boy Scouts, Cubs, the 
YWCA and CYO and Little 
League for your boy, Camp 
Fire Girls, Girl Scouts, In­ 
dian Maidens arid more for 
your girl, you are doubly 
blessed.

A/hilts, both men and 
women, give their time to 
Pony League,, car clubs, Hi- 
Y and a dozen other activi­ 
ties for teenagers. Ifc is too 
much to believe that'such a 
society is headed for the 
trashcaji.

If you have not irtvestigat- 
ed our local resources, and 
find lhat time ift drugging

^ ' ••.!',:k in school, why 
not, look around? There is no 
one who does not have a 
useful talent, and you may 
discover some that vou 
didn't know existed. The 
people you'll meet will be 
the kind you'll want, for 
friends.

"The. eradication of cancer 
as a blight on mankind could 
come much sooner if people 
across^ the United Stales 
would'devote as much inter­ 
est, in the problem as have 
the citiezns of this area."

So slated Mrs. P. g. Marsh. 
District General Chairman 
of the Centinela Valley- 
South Bay District of the 
American Cancer Society, as 
she reviewed the activities 
and accomplishments of the 
local District of the Society, 
during its past fiscal year.

"We have exceeded our 
fund-collecting quota for the 
year, and these funds will 
greatly help scientists and 
doctors in their fight against 
c a n c e r," continued Mrs. 
Marsh.

In the local District's an­ 
nual report, it was announc­ 
ed that 2,570 local people 
contributed over 91^.00 vol­ 
unteer hours to various proj­ 
ects for the Society.

During the Society's l%;5 
fund raising crusade, 2,121 
volunteers donated 52,7:57 
hours. |o collect funds and

distribute literature for the 
Society's year-round fight 
against cancer.

Over 41.000 cancer dress­ 
ings were made by local vol­ 
unteers, for use by Centinela 
Valley-South Bay cancer pa­ 
tients. The Cancer Society 
makes available to'any local 
cancer patients dressings' of 
various sizes and shapes. 
One hundred and fifty two 
members of local dressing 
units contributed 31.541 vol­ 
unteer hours towards the 
making of dressings.

Attendance at the 196 edu­ 
cational programs put on by 
the local District of the Soci­ 
ety numbered 16,511 per­ 
sons. Over one-third of these 
programs were presented to 
high school students, in an 
effort to educate teenagers 
in the prevention and detec­ 
tion of cancer. Thousands of 
local high school students 
have seen the film produced 
bv the Society. "Is Smoking 
Worth It?"

Over 40,(H)0 pieces of edu­ 
cational literature were dis­ 
tributed during the past fis­

cal year by volunteers.
Local Cancer Society vol­ 

unteers aided many cancer 
patients in the area by Iran- 
porting them to and from 
cancer treatment, centers.

Mrs. Marsh slated. "Local 
physicians volunteered 228 
hours by serving as doctor- 
speakers at. film showings 
sponsored by the Society. 
This represents the great in­ 
terest shown by the medical 
profession in this commu­ 
nity in the American Can­ 
cer Society's work."

In addition to their educa­ 
tion and patients service ac­ 
tivities, volunteers from the 
local District have devoted 
thousands of hours to the 
Cancer Society's Epidemiol­ 
ogy (Life History Research 
Study) Survey. 'Over 4,500 
local residents are participat­ 
ing in a six year survey in­ 
volving living habits, med­ 
ical histories, racial origins 
and various other informa­ 
tion that may give clues to 
the causes of cancer.

Mrs. Marsh concluded by 
saying. "Many more volun­ 
teers are needed by the local 
District of the American 
Cancer Society. Those inter­
